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A (hort ACCOUNT of the firft Settle- 
ment of the Provinces oiVirginia^ Mary- 
land^ New-Tork^ New-Jerfey^ zndPenfyl- 
vania^ hy the Englijb. 




HE famous Sir ^dZ/er /{<i/»g;6 ha vingpropofed to other 
great Men of his Time to join with him in an Expedi- 
tion for the Difcovcry of Parts then unknown in the 
Weft-Indies, obtained Letters Patents from Queeo Eli- 
zabeth, of ever glorious Memory, bearing Date the 
j 25th of MtfrcA, 1584, for turning their Difcoveries to 
their own Advantage. 
I N vi'^V following two fmall Ships were accordingly fitted out, under 
the Command of Capt. Philip Amidas and Capt. Arthur Barlow, who 
after a profperous Voyage anchored at the Inlet by Roenoke, at prefent un- 
der the Government oi North Carolina. They made great Advantage by 
their Trade and Commerce with the Indians, and at their Return gave 
fuch a charming Defcription of the Country, and of the Innocence and 
Kindnels of the Natives, who fcem'd rather to deiire the Friendfhip and 
Company of the Englijh, than to oppofe their Settlement amongft them, 
and, as an Inilance thereof, they brought with them two Men of thefe 
Natives, the one named Wanchefe, and the other Manteo. 

Th 1 s Report was greedily believed, from the current Accounts of vaft 

Riches mentioned in feveral Merchants Letters, from Mexico and Peru, 

to their Correfpondentsin 5^/;7,which Letters had been taken, with their 
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Ships and Treafurc,by fomcof Her Majcfty's Ships, in Profecution of the 
Spanijh War. 

Her Majefty accordingly eipoufed this Proje£t as far as her prefent 
Engagements would permit her. And, as the greateft Mark of Honour 
(he could do the Difcovery , fhe gave the Country the Name of Virginia^ 
becaufe, as fhe faid, the Country, according to their Defcription, did ftill 
retain the Virgin Purityofthefirft Creation,and the People their primitive 
Innocence. 

Early in the Spring of the Year 1585, Sir Richard Greenville the 
chief of Sir Walter Raleigh' % AiTociates, having obtained feven Sail of 
Ships, well laden with Men, Provifions, Arms, Ammunition, and other 
NeceiTaries for making a Settlement, embarked, in order to make farther 
Difcoveries, taking back with him the two Indian Men, and, according to 
hisWifh, in the latter End oiMay^ he arrived at the fame Place where the 
Englijh had been before. There he made a Settlement, and, on his Re- 
turn to £;af^/^W, left 108 Men upon Roenoke Ifland, under the Com- 
mand of Mr Ralph Lane. 

Th I s Colony having quarreled with the Indians ^ and being ignorant of 
the Means of fubfifting themfel ves in that Country, and receiving no Suc- 
cour, as they expedted, from England^ were in great Danger of being 
ftarved for want of Provifions, or of being kill'd by the Indians^ had not 
Sir Francis Drake^ according to her Majefty's Order, paid them a Vifit; 
their Diftrefs was fo great, that thofe that remained alive of them humbly 
intreated him to take them home with him, which he readily complied 
with. 

Th e Adventurers in England^ ignorant of the Diftrefs of the Colony, 
were providing, though very flowly, to fend Recruits; with thefe Sir fTal- 
ter Raleigh defigned to go in Perfon. Sir Walter got his Ship ready firft, 
and fearing the ill Confequenceof farther Delay, (which had beenhither- 
to occafioned by Difappointment and Difagreement among themfel ves,) 
he fet fail by himfelf, and a Fortnight after him Sir Richard Greenville 
faird with three other Ships. 

Sir W alter if^ in with Cape Hatterasy a little to the Southward of the 
Place where the Settlement had been made, and after Search not finding 
them, he returned: However, Sir Richard^ with his Ships, found the 
Place, but entirely deferted; this was a great Difheartening to him, for as 
he was ignorant of Sir Francis Drake'^ having call'd there, he concluded 
they had been deftroy'd by the Indians; but he was a little better fatisfied 
when Manteo afliired him that they had not been deftroy'd by the Indians^ 
though he could give no fatisfadtory Account what was become of them. 

However, 



However, notwithftanding this Difcouragement, heagainleft 50 Men on 
the fame Ifland oiRoenoke^ built them Houfes, gave them two Years Pro- 
vifionsy and returned to England. 

The next Summer, viz. in the Year 1587, Mr. John White ^ who was 
appointed Governor, was equip'd with three Ships, wherein were feveral 
more Men andfome Women, with Recruitsof Provifionsfor theUfeof the 
Settlement. Hearriv'd thelatter end oijulyzt Roenoke^ and had the Morti- 
fication to be informed by ManteOy that the Indians had fecretly fet upon 
the Englijh^ and had cut off the greater Part of them, and that the few 
that had efcaped being kill'd by the Indians y had fled where they were ne- 
ver more heard of. Their Places of Habitation were grown over with 
Weeds. Notwithftanding this, they repaired the Houfes, and fate down 
thereagain, andform'd themfelves into a Government, which confifted of 
a Governor and twelve Counfellors, incorporated by the Name of Gover- 
nor and Afiiftants of the City of Raleigh in Virginia. The principal 
Perfons of this new Colony were fo far from being difcourag'd at the for- 
mer Difappointments, that they difputed for the Liberty of flaying on the 
Spot, and by mere Conftraint compelled Mr. White to return to England^ 
to negotiate the Bufinefs of Recruits and Supplies. The Corporation, at 
his Departure, confifted of one hundred and fifteen Perfons. 

It was above two Years before Mr. White could obtain the neceffary 
Supplies; but at laft he fet out from Plymouth^ near the End of the Year 
1 589, with three Sail of Ships, and, after a tedious Paffage, he arrived at 
Cape Hatterasy in the Month oiAugujl^ 1 590. From thence they went 
to fearch upon Roenokeiox the People, but found by Marks upon Trees, 
without any Signs of Diftrefs, that they were removed from Roenoke to a 
Place caird Croatan^ one of thelflands in the fame Sound, but near twenty 
Leagues to the Southward of /{^^//^i^; thithertheydefignedtofailto them 
in their Ships; but a violent Storm arifing in the mean time, which parted 
all their Cables, drove them out to Sea with the Lofs of their Anchors, and 
conftrained them to return to £;7^A/Wagain, without vifi ting thefe poor Peo- 
ple ; nor did any other Perfons attempt to vifi t or relieve them for 16 Years after. 
Hence we may fuppofe that the/W/^7;7Jthusfeeing themforfakenand neg- 
le£ted by their Country, cut them off; for to this Day they were never 
more heard of. 

I N the Year 1 602 , Capt. Gofnell^ who had been one in the former Ad- 
ventures, fitted out a fmall Bark from Dartmouth^ and in her fet fail with 
32 Men, defigning a more diredt Courfe than had hitherto been taken to 
America^ and by keeping to the northwards, fell in with thofe Iflands 
that lie on the north Side of the Maffachufef% Bay in New-England; but

miffing of the Conveniencies that Place is fince well known to afford, he 
ftood to the fouthwardy and as he thought, clear of the Land, but foon 
fell into the Bjrte of Cape Cod^ fo firft named by him from the great Plen- 
ty of Codd that they caught there. Upon this Coaft, and a little to the 
Southward, he traded with the Indians. He alfo gave Names to the Iflands 
of Martha'^ Vineyard and Elizabeth' % Ifle, which Names they retain to 
this Day, After one Month's Stay, he returned for England^ having 
made a moft profitable Voyage, without the Lois or Sicknefs of one Man. 

The Noife of this gainful Voyage incited fome Merchants oi Brijlol to 
fend out two Veffels in the Year 1603. Thefe fell in luckily with the fame 
Land, and by following the fame Methods that Capt. Gofnell had done be- 
fore, made a great Voyage, 

I N the Year 1 605, a fingle Ship was fitted out oi London^ which fell in 
with the eaftem Part oiLong I/land^ and traded forty Miles up ConneSiicut 
River, and call'd the Harbour where they lay , Pentecojl Harbour, becaufe 
they arrived there on Wbitfunday. 

During all thefe Voyages, not the leaft Search or Enquiry was made 
after thofe poor People that were left by Mr. Wbite^ which might ea- 
fily have been done, confidering how near they were to them; but 
fo much did private Intereft prevail over the Love of, or Concern for our 
Countrymen. 

The Difcovery ^Chefepeak Bay by the Corporation of London 

Adventurers. 

TH E Succefs of thefe private Adventures encourag'd feveral Gentle- 
men and Merchants to apply to his Majefty King James the firft, 
fetting forth the confiderable Advantages that might accrue to this Kingdom 
by improving fo beneficial a Trade : And withal that fuch a Trade was 
too confiderable to be carried on by private Perfons: They therefore 
prayed his Majefty to incorporate them, and enable them to raife a Joint- 
Stock for that Pupofe, and to countenance their Undertaking. 

His Majefty did accordingly grant their Petition, and by Letters Pa- 
tent bearing Date the loth oi Aprils 1 606, did in one Patent incorporate 
them into two diftindt Colonies, to make two feparate Companies, viz. 
** Sir Tbomas Gates ^ Sir George Summer s ^ Knights, Mr. Ricbard Hackluit^ 

* * Clerk, Prebend of Wejlminjler^ and Edward Maria Wingjieldy Efq. 
** Adventurers of the City oi London^ and fuch others as fhould be joined 
** unto them, of that Colony, which fhould be called t be firji Colony \ with 

* * Liberty to begin their firft Plantation and Seat at any Place upon the 
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** Co2&,oi Virginia y where they fhould think fit and convenient, between 
** the Degrees of 34 and 41 of Northern Latitude: And that they fhould 
** extend their Bounds fi-om the (aid firft Seat of their Plantation and Ha- 

* * bitation, fifty Englijh Miles along the Sea-Coaft each Way, and in- 

* * elude all the Lands within an Hundred Miles dire£tly over-againft the 
< ' £une Sea Coaft, and alfo back into the Main Land one hundred Miles 

ftom the Sea-Coaft; and that no other fhould be permitted or fuftered 
to plant or inhabit behind, or on the Back of them towards the Main 
Land, without theexprefs Licenfe of the Council of that Colony there- 

* unto in Writing firft had and obtained. And for the fecond Colony, Tho- 
mas Hanbam^ Raleigh Gilbert ^ IViliam Parker^ and George Popbam^ Efqs. 
oftheTownof P/K/»w/i6, and all others who fhould be joined to them of 

' that Colony, with Liberty to begin their firft Plantation and Seat at any 
Place upon the Coaft oi Virginia ^ where they fhould think fit, between the 

* * Degrees of 3 8 and 45 of Northern Latitude, with the like Liberties and 

* * Bounds as the firft Colony : Provided they did feat within an hundred 
** Miles of them. 

B Y Virtue of this Patent, Capt. John Smith was fent by the London Com- 
pany, afterwards called the South Virginia Company, in December^ 1 606, 
with three finall Ships; and a Commiffion was given to him, and to feveral 
other Gentlemen, to eftablifh a Colony, and to govern by a Prefident to 
be chofen annually, and Council, who fhould be invefted with fufficient 
Authorities and Powers. After a very tedious Voyage, and defigning for 
that Place where Mr. fVbitehzd left the 115 People, he fell in between the 
Capes of Virginia^ as they are ftill called. The Southermoft he named 
Cape Henry y and the Northermoft Cape Charles, in Honour of the King's 
eldeft Sons; the firft great River that they difcover'd was call'd by the In- 
dians Powbatan\ this they new nam'd James River, after the King's own 
Name. About 50 Miles up this River they pitched upon a Peninfula, 
which, from the Richnefs of the Ground, and its being capable of being 
eafily fortified, and convenient for Trade and Shipping; there they made 
their firft Settlement, and gave it the Name oi James Town, which it re- 
tains to this Day. 

To this Settlement, which was made in the Year 1 607, by about one 
hundred and eight People, it is owing that we can hitherto boaft of an un- 
interrupted Pofleffion of Virginia to this Day. The Figure that the Pro- 
ductions of this Province now make in the Britijb Commerce plainly de- 
monftrates the Advantage of it to Great Britain. 

ANNO 1 6 10, My Lord Delawar was fent Governor to Virginia by 
the South Virginia Company, who falling in with the Land about two De- 
grees 
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grccs to the Northward of the Capes oi Virginia^ difcover'd a large fine 
Bay, to which they gave the Name of Delaware Bay, in Compliment to 
his Lordfhip; which Name it has retained by the Englijh ever fince. I 
have done all in my Power to inform myfelf whether any Map or De- 
fcription was ever given of this Bay and River, by his Lordfhip, or any o- 
ther Perfon, which are both called by his Lordfhip' s Name, before the 
Dutch fettled there; but cannot find any Account or Defcription of it, ei- 
ther of his Lordfhip' s or any other Perfon' s, before the Dutch and Swedes 
had pofTefTed it. His Lordfhip arrived in Virginia the 9th oijune^ 1 6 1 o, 
and remained Governor 'till Jkr^rri6following. His Lordfhip was appointed 
Governor again Anno 1 6 1 8 ; but in his Voyage thither he died off of the 
Weflem Iflands, or Azores. 

The firfl Virginia Company having, by many A£ts of Mifmanagement, 
and great Loffes, grown weary of profecuting the farther Improvement of 
that Colony, by fending frefh Recruits of Men and Provifions, they parted 
with their Shares to others, who at firfl feem'd to carry it on with Vigour 
and Refolution; but it was foon perceived that all Parties concerned had 
more Regard to their private Gain and Advantage than the Good of the 
Colony. Many and various were the Hardfhips and Dangers that the poor 
People who had been betrayed and tranfported thither underwent, and the 
Company's Male-adminiflration and Management became fo notorious, 
that King Charles the firfl difTolved the Company in the Year 1 626, and 
took the Coimtry and Government under his own immediate Direddon. 
He appointed a Goveruour and Council himfelf, and gave the People Leave 
to chufe an Affembly of Reprefentatives. He referv'd to himfelf a Quit- 
Rent of two Shillings^^ Annum for every Hundred Acres, and fo^ Kata. 

This was a Conflitution agreeable to Englijhmen and Freemen. Peo- 
ple flock'd thither apace. Some of them. Men of Condition, went over 
with their whole Families, fome for bettering their Condition, and others 
to enjoy a Liberty of ferving God in theManner they thought mofl accepta- 
ble to him, which they could not do with Safety in England. Among 
the latter it hath been faid was the Lord Baltimore^ a Roman Catholick, 
who propofed, for the more free Exercife and Propagation of his Religi- 
on, to retire with his Family into that new World. For this Purpofe he 
went to Virginia^ but the People there looked upon him with an evil Eye, 
on Account of his Religion, and by their uncivil Treatment, it's faid, dif- 
couraged him from fettling in that Country. 

I T was now become a Fafhion to take up great Quantities of Land by 
Patent, and few minded any thing fo much as obtaining large Tra£ts of 

Land 
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Land, which was the chief Occafion of their Settlements being fo difper- 
fed and diftant from each other at this Day. 

The foregoing Account oi Virginia is taken from the Hiftory of that 
Country publiftied by Colonel Beverly. 

Thejirji Settlement of Maryland by the Englifh. 

H E Lord Baltimore finding the Humour of running out large 
Tradls of Land to prevail, adventured farther up the Bay oiChefth- 
peakj which was as yet altogether uninhabited by any Englijh^ although 
Lands near adjoining to the Head of that Bay were poiTe&'d then by a Co- 
lony of Swedes and Finlanders. 

In his Difcovery finding all things according to his Wifh, namely, a 
fine rich Country, well water'd, and fupply'd with navigable Rivers, here- 
turned to England^ and, as the Virginia Settlemenrs at that Time reached 
no farther up the Bay than the South Side of Patowameck River, he ob- 
tained a Grant of the Proprietary oi Maryland^ but died before he could 
embark for his new Province. 

The old Lord Baltimore dj/ing, and leaving his Defign unfinifhed, his 
Son and Heir obtained a Confirmation of the Patent or Grant to himfelf, 
bearing Date the 20th oijune^ 1632. The Words of the Patent regard- 
ing the Bounds are as follow.

Z?^ Watkins Point * (fituate in the aforefaid Bay or Gulphy near the River of 
Wighco) on the Wefty unto the Main Ocean on the Eaf; and between that 
Bound on the Souths as far as to that Part oftheX Mfiuary ^Delaware on 
the North y where it isftuate^ to the fortieth Degree of Northern Latitude 
from the EquinoBial^ ^ where New England endsy * and all that Trail of 
Land within the Bounds under-written^ viz. pq/Jingfrom the aforefaid Mftu- 
ry called Delaware Bay in a right Line ^ by the Degree aforefaid unto the true 
Meridian ofthefrjl Fountain of the River Pattowmeck * and from thence 
tending or pqffing toward the South ^ to the farther Bank of the f aid River ^ 
and following the Weft and South Side thereof unto a certain Place called 
CmK^zc\i'^ fttuate near the Mouth of the f aid River y where it falls into the 
aforefaid Bay or Gulph ^^Chefopeak, and from thence by thefl^orteft Line 
that can be drawn ^ unto the aforefaid Promontory or Place called^zt^^^ 
Point. ' So that all that Traii of Land divided by the Line aforefaid, 
drawn between the Main Ocean and Watkins Point, unto the Promontory 
called Cape Charles and all its Appurtenances, do remain entirely excepted 
to us, our Heirs and Succefjors for ever. We do alfo grant and confirm unto 
the f aid now Lord Baltimore,i6/x Heirs and AJ/igns,allIftands and IJlets within 
the Limits aforefaid, and all andftngtdar the Iftand and Iftets which are or 
fljall be in the Ocean within ten Leagues from the Eaftem Shore of the f aid 
Country towards the Eaft, &c. ♦ 

My Lord Baltimore at firft had a Defign to go thither in Perfon, but 
changing that Refolution, he appointed his Brother Leonard Calvert, Efq; 
to go Governour in his Stead, with whom he joined in Commiffion Jeremy 
Hawley, Efq; and Thomas Comwallis, Efq; The firft Colony confifted of 
about 200 Perfons, and were fent by his Lordihip in the Fall of the Year 

1633.

Authorities before quoted, it feems evident that ^fluaries are properly thofe Places where the Tides en- 
ter, to run within the Land, and that no River or Bay can, with any fort of Propriety be call'd an Mfiu- 
ary, but that part of it only which is open to the Sea, and where the Sea or Tide flows in, and runs out. 
The Modems would call the Place of the iEfluary the Mouth, Opening, or Entrance of a Bay or River; and 
the Ebullition occafioned by the Tide, a Ripling; the Flux and Reflux of the Sea, an Indraught and Outfet. 

* If any Part of the Boundaries of this Province had been by the Bay or River of Delaware, how impro- 
perly is it ezprefled ? For 10 Leagues to the eaflward of any part of the Bay would take in Part of the 
Province oijerfey, efpecially the Iflands lying upon the Coaft near Cape Maj. Befide, if the Patent had 
intended to grant within the Capes oi Delaware, the Word Sinus had been proper, as before, for Chefo- 
fieik, and not Aeftuarium. B 2 
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1633- The chief of them were Gentlemen of good Families and Roman 
Catholicks. The Names of the principal Perfons amongft them were as 
follows.

They failed from Cowes in the IJle of Wight on the 22AoiNovemher, 
1633, and arrived in Virginia the 24th oi February following. Thcjr 
were kindly received and treated by the Govemour of Virginia, and on the 
3d of March they arrived at Patowmeck River, and failing about 14 
Leagues up it, they came to an Anchor under an Ifland, to which they gave 
the Name of St. Clement'^. At their firfl Landing Mr. Calvert crc6tcd a 
Crofs, and took a formal PofTeffion of the Country for our Saviour and for 
our Sovereign Lord the King of England. Almofl every Place that they 
came to they called by the Name of a Saint. After ranging the Country 
about the River Patowmeck, they at lafl fettled, with the Confent of the 
Indians called Tamacoes, at the Indian Town called Tamaco, to which 
they gave the Name of St. Mary's. 

As the Number oiEnglifh Subjects increafed, they extended their Set- 
tlements up the Bay of Chefopeak, without any Regard to the Boundaries 
mentionedinhisLordfhip'sGrant, andfeveral Settlements weremade much 
higher up the Bay aforei^d than were within his Lordfhip's Bounds; and 
the Inhabitants, notwithflanding that they wereplainly without his Bounds, 
fubmitted to the Government oi Maryland, either thinking that Govern- 
ment better than none, or, what is more likely, being perfuaded by his 
Lordfhip's Agents, that all that Country, even as far as the Swedifh and 
Dutch Settlements, was within his Lordfhip's Grant. 

And to fome fuch Apprehenfion or Perfuafion as this it hath happened 
that the Bounds oi Mary land to the Northward have never been widi any 
tolerable Exadhiefs determined, either by our own or foreign Geographers. 
But the Southern Bounds of the old Swedijhzn6, Dutch Settlements on Dela-- 
warehzvc been taken for the Bounds of Maryland on the North; whereas 

according 
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according to the Words of the Charter (which are ufque ad illam Partem 
Mftuarii de Delaware^ ab Aquilone quofubjacet quadragefomo Gradui Lat. 
Septentrional, ab EqutnoBial. & tranfeundo a di£lo Mftuario vocat. Dela- 
ware Baye redid Lined per Gradum pradiB. ufque ad verum Meridianum 
primi Fontis Fluminis de Pattowmeck) Maryland\& bounded on the North 
by the Beginning of the 40th Degree of Northern Latitude, which is alfo 
the Bounds of the Province of Penfylvania on the South, as by Mr. Penn\ 
Charter doth more plainly appear. 

From all that has been ^d, it is evident, that near one Half of the 
Country now call'd Marylandis not within the Bounds of Ix>Td Baltimore's 
Charter, but within the Bounds of Penfylvania according to Mr. Penn's 
Charter, and doth of Right belong to Penfylvania^ and is in Penfylvania^ 
if the Words of the relpeddve Charters have any Meaning at all.

Of the Jirji Settlement of N^v/'^ov^iy New-Jerfey, andVon^ 

lylvania. 

npHE Swedes are on all Hands allowed to be the firft Europeans that took 
^ PofTeflion and made the firft Settlements on both Sides of the River of 
Delaware^ to which they gave the Name of New Sweden. There they 
built feveral Forts and Towns, namely Fort Elfenburgb^ which Name it 
ftill retains; Fort Cajimer^ afterward^ called iVi?w Amjielhj the Dutch, 
and now Newcajlle by the Englijb; Fort Chrijlian, which alfo retains its 
Name to this Day; befides the Towns or Settlements of G^/Z^w^/r^A, Fin- 
land, MeuJendaly 6cc. 

But the Dutch, who boaft they were the firft Difcoverers of this 
Country in the Year 1 609 (by means oi Henry Hudfon, an Englijhman, 
Commander of a Ship call'd the Half Moon, which Ship had been fitted 
out oi Holland, at the Charge, and upon the Account of the Dutch Eaji- 
India Company, for difcovering, if pofiible, a nearer Paflage to China) 
had fettled at firft near the Mouth oiHudfon's River, where New-York 
now ftands, naming the Country New Netherland, and in the Year 1623, 
had extended their Settlements on both Sides oiHudfon^s River, not only 
as far as Fort Orange, now called New Albany, or Fort Albany, near 40 
Leagues up the faid River, but took Poffeflion alfo of Delaware River, 
which they called the South River, by ereddng a Fort upon its Bank, to 
which they gave the Name of Fort Najfau, at or near a Place now called 
Glocejler. The fame Year they alfo made a Settlement on ConneSiicut Ri- 
ver, which they called the Frefh River, and eredled a Fort at a Place there 
that they named the Houfe of Good Hope. And in the Year 1630, eredled a 

Fort 
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Fort near the Entrance of a Creek called the Hoare Kill^ about 3 Leagues 
within the Capes of Delaware^ on the Weftem Shore, where Lewes^ 
TownnowAzn^Sy which Place to this Dayisoftener call' d and better known 
by the Name of Hoore Kill^ which was its Dutch Name, than by the 
Name of Lewes^ which was given it by Mr Penn^ when he named the 
County where it ftands Sujfex. The fame Year, viz. 1630, the Dutch ^ 
under the Diredtion of David Peter/on de Vries^ extended their Set- 
tlements farther up the Bay of Delaware on the Weftem Shore, 
even to the Entrance of the River, as far as Bomkey^s Hook^ cal- 
ling that Part Swanendale^ or Swandale^ which Names they retain 
to this Day. The Dutch increafed in thofe Parts much more than 
the Swedes f who having been in conftant Fears and Alarmsfrom their more 
numerous Neighbours, in the Year, 1655, agreed to put themiel ves un- 
der the Protection of theRepublick of Holland. Accordingly John Rizeing, 
the Swedijb Governor, made a formal Surrenderof that Country to Prf^ 
Stuivefanty the Dutch Governor for the States of Holland^ whereupon 
all that Tradl of Land in America^ from the Latitude of 38 Deg. 
and 50 Min . North Latitude, to the Bjiglijh Settlement at New Haven, in 
the Latitude of about 4 1 Deg. and i o Min. North, obtained the Name, 
zxi6.w^C2\\cdiNewNetherlandy by all People except the £;?^/y&, whoftill 
claimed it as Part of New England; for the Truth of which I refer the 
Reader to the following Books and Hiftories, viz. UHiJloire du Noveau 
Monde, ou Defcription des Indies Orientales, par le Sieur Jean de Laet, 
iAnvers, Printed, Anno 1 640, from Page 74 to 82; and to Bleaw*s Atlas 
of 1 647, and all the following Editions thereof. Alfo to a Book entituled 
Bejchrii vinge van Virginia Neiw Nederlant, &c. printed by J 00ft Hartyers 
in Amjierdam, 1 65 1 . Alfo to a Tradl entituled The Reprefentation of the 
Commons of New Netherland. Likewife Vander Donck's Account or De- 
fcription of New Netherlrand, And David Pet erf on de Fries hisfundry 
Voy ages, printed at Alkmaur bySim.ComnelifonBrekequeJi,Anno 1655. More- 
over-^ Defcription of the WeJi-IndiesbyAmoldusMontanuSyAnno 1 670. See 
alfo the oldMaps oiSanfon ^xAJaillot, and all the£Wri6Maps of thofeParts, 
which are very numerous. Yet from them the Englijh took theirs, re- 
ferving even the Dutch Names of Places, &c. See alfo a Book entituled 
Methode pour Eiudier la Geographic. Par le Sieur Robbe. Alfo a Book en- 
tituled Kort Verhael Van Niew Nederlants: Gedrukt in*t Jaer, 1662. 

I N the Year 1 664, the Englijh fitted out a Squadron of Men of War for 
the taking of New Netherland. The Conmiand of this Squadron was gi- 
ven to Sir Robert Carr, and he had Orders to take on board a Number of 
Land Forces to be commanded by Colonel Richard Nichols, who was alfo 
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appointed Governour of that Country. Accordingly, upon the Arrival of 
the Englijh Squadron at New Amjlerdaniy the Dutch, after fome Shew of 
Refiftance, being dreadfully alarm'd and terrified, upon their being ofier'd 
Protection, by the Englijh of their Perfons and Properties, and Liberty to 
remove if they faw fit with all their Efiedts, fubmitted to the Englijh; and 
purfuant thereto. Articles were drawn up, figned, and mutually exchanged 
by the Englijh and Dutch Governours re^edtively, on the of Septem- 
ber^ 1 664. Thus the Englijh became pofife&'d of the City of New Am- 
fterdam^ to which they gave die Name of New-Tor ky and in a fhort Time 
after that, upon the Entrance of the Englijh Squadron into Dela- 
ware Bay and River, all the Settlements there followed the Example of 
their Capital oENew Amjlerdam. Thus the whole Country became fub- 
jeft to the Englijh, and Pofifeffion was taken of it accordingly, for and in the 
Name of the Duke of York, to whom King Charles, his Brother, by Let- 
ters Patent bearing Date the 1 2th Day oS. March, 1 663-4, had given it. 

An D in Confequence thereof, all Manner of Jurifdidtion, as well ci- 
vil as military, was exercifed throughout the whole Country in the Name 
and by the fole Appointment of the Duke of York and his Minifters ; un- 
left we are to except that Part of the Country, which he, the Duke, had 
granted to "John Lord Berkley, and Sir George Carteret, by the Name 
of Nova Cefaria, or New J^fcy. 

B Y Virtue of the third Article of Peace at Breda, the 2 1 ft of July, 
Anno 1667, between£;ig'/E7;i^and the United Provinces, the Englijh were 
to remain pofieft of the before-mentioned Country. But in the Year 1 672 
after King Charles had declared War against the United Provinces, the 
Dutch difpatched a Squadron of Ships to New-York, which Place they 
foon reduced to their Subjedtion again, as well as all the reft of the Coun- 
try, which they had calFd before New Netherlandt, and which hath al- 
ready been defcribed. 

Soon after this, a Treaty of Peace was concluded on between England 
and the United Provinces at Weftminjier on the 9th oi February, 1 673-4, 
wherein by the 6th Article it was agreed and concluded, * * That whatfo- 
** ever Countries, Iflands, Towns, Ports, Caftles, or Forts, have or 
** (hall be taken on both Sides, fince the Time that the late unhappy War 
** broke out, either in Europe or elfewhere, and before the Expiration of 
* * the Terms above-mentioned for the Ceftation of Hoftilities, fhall be re- 
** ftor'd to the former Lord and Proprietor, in the fame Condition they 
'^ (hall be in when the Peace itfelf fhall be proclaimed; after which Time 
'' there (hall be no Spoil nor Plundr of the Inhabitants, no Demolition of 
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" Fortifications,norcarryingawayof Guns,Powdcr,orothcr militaryStorca 
" which belonged to any Caftle or Fort at the Time when it was taken. 

By Virtue of which Treaty the Englijb became again poffeft of this 
Country, and have fo remained ever fince. Yet, as the Property of this 
Tradt of Land was by fome eminent Perfons of that Time fuppofed to be al- 
tered, by its having been taken and pofTeft by a foreign Power, though after- 
ward delivered or furrendered back bypublickTreaty, KmgCbarlesi^c 2d, to 
obviate all Doubts, made a new Grant of that Country to his Brother the 
DukeoflV^fc by Letters Patents bearing Date the 29th Day oijune^ An-- 
no 1674. 

And fome Time after that, my Lord Berkley afligned over all his Right 
to the laid Country to ^/7//tf/»P^;?;?, Elq; Mr. Gawen Laurie^ oi London^ 
Merchant, Mr. Nicholas Lucas ^ and Mr. Edward Byllyng\ and in a fhort 
Time after the Death of Sir George Carteret y the Earl oiBatb^ and others, 
the Executors of Sir George Cartarety with the Confent of his Widow, the 
Lady Carteret ^ afligned over all his Share of the faid Country to ♦ William 
Penriy Efq; Robert Wejly Efq; Mr. Tbomas Rtidyardy Mr. Samuel Groom^ 
♦ Mr. Tbomas Hart^ Mr. Richard Mew ^ Mr. Tbomas Wilcox ^ Mr. Ambrofe 
Riggy Mr. Hugb Hartjhomy ♦ Mr. Clement Plumjieady ♦ Mr. Tbomas 
Cooper^ and Mr. yobn Hayward. The Deed bears Date the 2d oi Febru- 
ary ^ 1 68 1 . For the better Information of the Reader, he ought to be ac- 
quainted that my Lord Berkley and Sir George Carteret had agreed upon a 
Divifion of their Country into two Parts, the one to be called BmJI New- 
Jerfey^ the other Wejl New-Jerfey^ which laft was Lord Berkley' % Share. 
Thefe Gentlemen, who were the Aflignees of my Lord Berkeley and Sir 
George Carteret, foon after difpofed of Shares of New Jerfey to the fol- 
lowing Perfons, viz. James Earl of Pertb, Sir George Mackenzy, Jobn 
Drummond, Robert Barclay, David Barclay, Robert Gordon, Eiquires, 
and Meffieurs Robert Burnet, Peter Sonmans, James Braine, Gawen 
Lawrie, Edward Byllyng, William Gibfon, Walter Benthall, Robert 
Turner, Thomas Name, Thomas Cox, and William Dockwra. 

Who, with the Six Proprietors diftinguifh'd in the fecond Lift by the 
Afterifms, procured a Confirmation of their Patent by another from the 
Duke of Tork, dated the 14th of March, 1 68 1-2, whereby they were 
invefted with all the Powers and Privileges which He, the Duke, had 
granted to Lord Berkley and Sir George Carteret; which were indeed all 
that the King had granted to the Duke himfelf. Yet did they not procure a 
Conjundtion of the two Provinces, which, as I obfervcd before, had been 
divided into Eaji and Weji New-Jerfey; but feparate Governours were ap- 
pointed over each of them. 

The 
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The firft Govcrnour of Raft New-Jerfey was the famous Robert 
Barclay f of Ury^ Efq; as great a Man as any the Quakers can boaft to 
have been of their Religion, and perhaps not inferior to any Divine of any 
Religion in thefe late Ages. His Deputy was Gawen Lawric^ Efq; 

The firft Governour of Weji New-Jerfey was Edward Bylling^ Elq; 
who continued Governour till Dodlor Daniel Cox, one of the College 
of Phyficians purchafed the greateft Part of that Province, and took the 
Government into his own Hands; but the Dodtor having great Bufinefs 
at that Time, did not think fit to leave it, and therefore governed by a 
Deputy. In the Year 1690, he fold the greateft Part of his Propriety 
to Sir Tho. Lane, and others, for 9000/. Sterling, a Sum at that Time 
greater than ever had been given for an Eftate on the Continent of A- 
merica. 

During thofe Times, many People who were made uneafy by the 
Perfecutions againft Diftenters in King Charles* % and King James*^ Reigns 
flock'd over thither, and purchafed Lands of thofe Proprietors, whereon 
they fettled, and enjoyed a peaceable Toleration, which had been cru- 
elly and unchriftianly denied them in their native Country. Infomuch 
that in the Year 1 702 the Inhabitants in the Eaji and Weji New Jerfey 
were computed to amount to near 20000 Souls. 

I T is not eafy to imagine that fb great a Number of Proprietors 
could long agree together concerning the Methods and means of carrying 
on the Affairs of the Government, wherefore finding an Unwillingnefs to 
fubmit to each other and to avod thofe Heartburnings and Jealoufies that 
had been raifed amongft fome of them. They thought it convenient 
for the good of both Colonies to make a Surrender of their Patents to 
the Queen; referving all their Rights to themfelves, except the Sove- 
reignty, which was reftored to the Crown. Accordingly on the 22^ of 
April 1 702 this Surrender was made by Mr. William Dockwra in the 
Name and on the Behalf of the Proprietors of Eajl New Jerfey; and 
by Sir Thomas Lane in the Name and on the Behalf of the Proprietors of 
JVeJl New Jerfey; thus two Provinces which had been divided about 26 
Years became united, and the Queen thereupon appointed my Lord 
Combury Governour, who was then Governour of New York. And ac- 
cordingly ever fince, the Governour for the Time being of New Tork 
hath alio been Governour of New Jerfey, as it is now called, but they 
have a Council and Affembly of their own and are in all other Refpedts 
a diftindt Government from that of New York. 

I CHOSE to mention the Surrender of the Charters of the New Jer- 
feys thus circumftantially, becaufe an Opinion hath been maintained that 
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the Grants of the Duke of Tork were of no Value, though the Purcha- 
fers and Pofleflbrs of all the Lands in New Jersey have no other, nor 
better Title to their Lands, than are derived from the Duke of Tork\ 
Grant to the Perfons herein before named. 

I SHALL novir proceed to give an Account of the firft Settlement of 
Penfihania^ which was always taken to be Part of the Lands granted by 
King Charles IL to the Duke of Tork. 

Pensilvania, or the Country commonly fo called, is all that Tradt 
of Land bounded by the 39th or Beginning of the 40th Degree of Nor- 
thern Latitude, which is by Maryland zxA Part of Virginia on the South; 
the Beginning of the 43^ Degree of Northern Latitude on the North, 
which is Part of New Tori or New England, the Bay and River of De- 
laware on the Eaft, and extends Weftward five Degrees of Longitude 
from the faid Eaftern Bounds. 

All this Country was granted, by three Grants, to fFilliam Penn, Efq; 
Son of Sir William Penn the Admiral, who commanded the Fleet under 
the Duke of Tork\ in Confideration of the Services that the faid Sir Wil- 
liam Penn had done his King and Nation. And the firft Grant which 
was made to Mr. Penn by King Charles IL to ufe the Words of the 
Patent, which bears Date the ^th df March 16 80-1, is, ** Of all that 

* Tradl of Land in America, called by the Name of Penfilvania, as the 

* fame is bounded on the Eaft by the River Delaware, * from twelve 

* Miles Diftance Northwards of Newcajile-Towji, unto the three and 

* fortieth Degree of Northern Latitude, if the faid River doth extend fo 

* far Northwards, and if the faid River doth not extend fo far North- 

* wards, then by the faid River fb far as it doth extend; and from 
' the Head of the &id River, the Eaftern Bounds to be determined by 
' a Meridian Line to be drawn from the Head of the &id River unto 

* the fiiid three and fortieth Degree, the fiiid Province to extend Weft- 
< ward five Degrees in Longitude, to be computed from the &id Eaftern 

* Bounds ** and to be bounded on the North by the ^ Beginning of the 43^

The 
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The iecond Grant was made to Mr. Penn by the Duke of Tork^ on 
or about the z^b day of Auguft 1 682 and is of '' All that the Town of 
** Newca/lle^ otherwiie called Delaware Town, and all that Tradl ly- 
'' ing within the Compais or Circle of twelve Miles about the &me, 
'' fituate lying and being upon the River Delawar in America and all 
^* lilands in the &id River Delawar^ and the ^d River and Soil thereof, 
** lyingNorthof theSouthermoftPartof the fidd Circle of twelve Miles 
' ' about the ^d Town. And by another Grant or Indenture bearing date 
on or about the ^d 24/^6 Day oi Auguft 1682, the Duke of Tork for 
the Confiderations therein mentioned, did bargain, iell, enfeoff and con- 
firm unto the iaid William Penn^ Efq; *^ All that Tradt of Land upon 
** Delawar River and Bay, beginning twelve Miles South from the Town 
' ^ of iVif^r^/^ otherwise called Z)^//z^/zrif, and extending South to the 
** Whore Kills otherwiie called Cape Kinlopen.'' Which two. lail menti- 
oned Grants include all that Tradt of Land now known by the Name of 
the three lower Counties oi Penjylvania^ viz. Newcaftle County, Kent 
County and Sujfex County. 

When the Dutch and Swedes who were the only Europeans fettled in, 
or inhabiting theie Places, in the Year 1 664, fubmitted to the Englifl) un- 
der the Conmiand of Sir Robert Carr, as before I have related, Pofiefiion 
was taken, and all Adts of Government, and Adminiftration of Juflice 
were carried on in the Name, and by the Authority of the Duke of 
Tork until Mr. Penn^ was inveiled with Power and Authority from 
King Charles and the Duke, as before is related, and at that Time and 
long afterward the Duke of Tork^s Title to thofe Countries was fb uni- 
verially allowed that I have been informed that Mr. Penn^ notwithftand- 
ing that he had obtained a Grant from K. Charles IL of the Lands before- 
mentioned yet was advifed to obtain the Duke of Tork\ alio, as the 
better Title which I am told he alio obtained. 

Hence it is evident that including all the Lands granted to Mr. Penn^ 
they are Bounded on the Eail, by the Bay and Kivcr of Delaware *, on the 
North by the 43^ Degree of Northern Latitude **; on the South by the 
2gth Degree, or beginning of the 40/^6 Degree of Northern Latitude '; 
and the fzid Country to extend Weftward five Degrees of Longitude from 
the fzid Eailern Bounds. 

Thus if we take Mr. Penn* s Grant from K.Charles II. only, which as 
I fzid before, is confirmed by the Duke of Tori, at Icaft one half of 
the Country now poflcft by the Lord Baltimore is manifeftly and evidently 

■ piz, from C following the Courfe of the Bay and River of Delatoare to Q^ 

^ viz. by the Parallel Q^, R. « viz. by the Parallel C.T.D.S. 
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within Penfylvania and it is not much to be doubted that when this Af- 
fair comes to be cleared up before His Majefty in Council, impartial Ju- 
ftice will be adminiftred, and that whatever may be the Fate of the Duke 
of Tark'% Grants to Mn Penn^ that Mr. Penn'% Heirs will at leaft have 
their Bounds and Property iecured to them according to the Letters Pa- 
tent of K. Charles H. bearing Date the ^b oi March 1681 ; and if Po£- 
ieffion be a good Plea against the Proprietor oi Penfylvania for Lands al- 
ready poileft and cultivated, it cannot furely diveft the Proprietor or Pro- 
prietors oi Penfylvania of their Titles and Intereft in, and to Lands within 
their Bounds unpofleft or uncultivated. 

And if thoie Peribns who now efteem themielves the Tenants of Lord 
Baltimore^ but are within the Bounds of Penfilvama (hall refuie to at- 
torn Tenants to the Proprietor oi Penfilvania^ and plead Pofleffion unin- 
terrupted; yet furely there is a fine large and fpacious Country there un^ 
pofiefied, capable of contaimng ten Times their Number that is indi^taUy 
within the Bounds of Penfihania^ though now called Maryland^ which 
of Right belongs to the Proprietors of Penfilvania^ and which in a fi:w 
Years may be as confiderable as all the reft oiMaryland^Sxtx the Divifion 
(hall be made. 

A FAIR Enquiry into Bounds and Titles of Land is what the Proprie- 
tors of Penfilvania need not fear; according to my humble Opinicm 
they will be great Gainers tho' they (hould loie all the three lower Coun- 
ties as they are called, if they could gain all the reft that is within their 
Bounds; and then Maryland being reduced within due Bounds would give 
le& difturbance than it lately has done to the meek People of the Province 
of Penfilvania. 
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
